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Council Ponders Witt Tract Rezoning, 
Moves Candidate Financial Filing Date

The date for city council 
candidates to file contribu¬ 
tions was extended, to allow 
more time for filing, by una¬ 
nimous vote of the city coun¬ 
cil at its regular meeting on 
May 5. The previous ordin¬ 
ance required filing an inter¬ 
im report of all contributions 
received since the previous 
election and prior to the 
tenth day preceding the elec¬ 
tion. Filing had to be ac¬ 
complished by 12 noon on the 
seventh day preceding the 
election. 

The newly passed ordinance re¬ 
quires filing an interim report 
of all contributions received since 
the previous election and prior 
to the third Friday preceding the 
election. The report must be filed 
by 12 noon on the third Monday 
preceding the election. 

The council also voted 3 to 2 
against a motion bv council 
member Thomas X. White to 
direct city staff to prepare lan¬ 
guage for an amendment to the 
ordinance that would have re¬ 
quired all candidates to report 
the total amount received from 
all donors, and a list of expenses 
showing date, purpose and to 
whom each payment was made. 
White said that at the present 
time only contributions over $25 
must be listed, and that there 
could be a substantial number 
of contributions under $25. 

“It would disclose to the pub¬ 
lic the total amount of contribu¬ 
tions received,” said White, in 
response to a question from 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld as to the 
purpose of the proposed amend¬ 
ment, Weidenfeld said he would 
oppose such an amendment be¬ 
cause “There's not that much 
money involved.” “Pm not aware 
of any other munieipalties going 
for this kind of detail,” he add¬ 
ed, Council member Edward 
Putens asked what kind of penal¬ 
ties would be involved, and gave 
the example of a treasurer for 
a candidate who might forget a 
ninety-nine cent donation. “Are 
you going to hang somebody for 
that?” he said. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram spoke for the idea. “We all 
have shoestring operations,” she 
said. “I think it would be good 
for the public to see just what 
shoestring operations they are. 
Hopefully it will discourage es¬ 
calation. Not everyone can run 
when the cost of campaigns gets 
out of hand.” Bram also spoke 
of the possibility of imposing a 
limitation on campaign spending 
in the future. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said he didn't see the need to 
change the existing situation. 
When Keith Chernikoff, speaking 
from the audience, said that 
such disclosure would make the 
election process more meaning¬ 
ful, Isaacs asked the city clerk 


how many people usually ask to 
see the campaign contribution 
figures. When she answered that 
it was less than 1C, Isaacs stated 
that the matter is not of great 
concern to the public, based on 
those figures. 

Weidenfeld said “This town is 
pretty small.” and that everyone 
knows who is spending what by 
comparing campaigns. There is 
no reason to go checking on can¬ 
didates and it is clear that few' 
people do any checking, he said. 
White remarked that it is curious 
that Greenbelt is described as a 
small town when it comes to 
financial disclosure and as a 
growing city it comes to chang¬ 
ing the date of the election. 
(Council has already voted to 
push back the election date to 
November), 

Witt Tract Rezoning 

In other action, council unani¬ 
mously agreed to defer taking 
a position on a proposal to re¬ 
zone the 7.1 acre Witt Tract on 
Hahover Parkway from residen¬ 
tial townhuuse (R-T) to Com¬ 
mercial Office (C-G). The Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission (WSSC) has expressed 
intentions to oppose the rezon¬ 
ing. according to City Manager 
James Giese, and has filed a 
condemnation proceeding for the 
property, which it desires for a 
stormwater management facility. 

Giese's written comments to 
council stated that the rezoning 
application is both an effort to 
increase the value of the prop¬ 
erty before selling to WSSC and 
to provide for a joint use pro¬ 
posal which would allow both 
stormwater pond and develop¬ 
ment of an office building. 

An attorney for the developer 
urged the council either to ap¬ 
prove the rezoning attempt or to 
take no action. The city's Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB) 
recommended approval of the 
joint use proposal. City staff 
opinion is that R-T zoning is 
inappropriate for the site due 
to the surrounding commercial 
office buildings, according to 
Giese's written comments, WSSC 
expressed the opinion that after 
the pond is built there will not 
be sufficient land remaining for 
development. 

While carefully feeling their 
way through the conflicting rec¬ 
ommendations, council chose to 
defer any position on the rezon¬ 
ing request and also to direct 
city staff to write to the county 
Zoning Hearing Examiner and 
request that the record be held 
open for any comments the city 
might have after the hearing. The 
city staff was also directed to 
send a letter to WSSC request¬ 
ing them to resolve the impasse 
with the developer prior to the 
county hearing. Bram pointed 
out that the city will have to 
work with all parties involved 
in the future and would be best 
served by not becoming entan¬ 


gled in the problem. 

The Witt Tract is located on 
the east side of Hanover Park¬ 
way, south of Greenbelt Road 
and surrounded entirely by com¬ 
mercially zoned property, as de¬ 
scribed in the city manager's 
report to council. 

Jobs, Roads, Theaters 

In other action, council unani¬ 
mously approved job descriptions 
and appointment authorization 
for several positions on the city 
staff. There was lengthy discus¬ 
sion of the proposed titles of two 
positions, the Assistant to the 
City Manager, and the Assistant 
Supervisor of Purchasing and 
Personnel. 

White said that the Assistant

News Review Among Ten 
Volunteerism Award Winners

Representing the entire staff of the Greenbelt News 
Review, President Emeritus Elaine Skolnik of the Greenbelt 
Cooperative Publishing Association on April 21 accepted an 
award from County Executive Parris Glendening as one of 
the Top Ten Volunteers in Prince Georges County for 1986, 
The award came as a surprise to the staff of the newspaper, 
who had not previously known that they were being con¬ 
sidered. The nomination had been made by the Greenbelt 
City Council and by Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. In the words of 
a proclamation issued by the County, the News Review was 


honored for “helping to maint 
in the City of Greenbelt,” as 
and dedication” of its staff. 

The Volunteer Activist Awards 
program is co-sponsored by a co¬ 
alition of Volunteer Centers in 
Alexandria Arlington, Montgom¬ 
ery County, Fairfax County, 
Prince William area, and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, as well as 
Prince Georges County. The three 
top winners in each jurisdiction 
then become eligible for an area- 
wide competition. 

In Prince Georges County, the 
top winners were Harry Hieker- 
son, nomninated by the Great 
Oaks Center for disabled children 
and adults, where he has served 
as a foster grandparent since 
1980; former Green belter W. Ha- 
ward Hunt, a retired chemist, 
w'ho has contributed more than 
9000 hours as a teacher at the 
Howard B. Owens Science Center 
in Lanham-Seabrook; and Virgin¬ 
ia St Clair of Oxon Hill, who has 
been nominated three times by 
the Greater Southeast Communi¬ 
ty Hospital for her almost daily 
volunteer work there for nearly 
10 years.

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Taxpayers or Slaves? 

To the Editor: 

Three cheers for Walter and 
Leonie Penney, whose letter last 
week was a breath of fresh air 
amid the din of interests de¬ 
manding ever-more expenditures 
of tax dollars. 

What makes life exciting and 
worth living is freedom. Would 
any of us want to live as slaves? 

I doubt it. But when we are 
taxed, money is taken from us 
for things we as individuals may 
or may not approve of. and a 
very important freedom (eco¬ 
nomic freedom) is reduced. 

A case can be made, at least 
until a better way is developed, 
that taxation necessary to defend 
freedom can be justified. To the 
extent such defense is provided 
by the police, courts, etc. we 
should fund them. And although 
I think many municipal functions 
would be cheaper and fairer if 
done by private efforts (includ¬ 
ing co-ops), for the moment let 
us accept tax expenditures for 
things like garbage collection and 
street repairs which just about 
everyone needs. 

The problem arises with tax- 
funding qi such things as swim¬ 
ming pools, tennis courts, plays, 
concerts, museums, parks, ball 
games, festivals, etc. which are 
not of interest to all Greenbelt- 
ers. (In fact, a letter accom¬ 
panying the Penneys’ lamented 
that “nobody came to listen” to 
the Greenbelt Concert Band, fol¬ 
lowed two pages later by an ar¬ 
ticle saying the band is demand¬ 
ing $3500 tax dollars in the next 
budget!) Every dime which is 
taken in taxes to fund what a 
given citizen doesn’t choose to 
use is a dime she/he is denied 
the freedom to spend or save as 
she/he wishes. It is shameful that 
government, which ought to be 
protecting freedom, is rapidly 
becoming its worst enemy. 

My guess is that many of those 
who demand that taxpayers fund 
these enterprises may not realize 
the injustice of what they are 
advocating. Many people (my¬ 
self included for awhile) tend to 
forget that goodies from the gov¬ 
ernment have to be paid for. If 
that reality is kept in mind along 
with the injustice of taxing all 
Greenbelters so some may enjoy 
pet projects, then I feel certain 
the proposed tax increase can be 
eliminated. That would leave 
funds for us to do with as we 
wish—a phenomenon that would 
truly make Greenbelt greater.

Greenbelt great. “As most of you 
here today probably know,” he 
said, “our city's name came from 
a desire on the part of the town 
planners to have a ‘greenbelt' 
surround our community. Events 
such as today's planting of trees 
contribute to and help preserve 
that heritage.” 

Officials Oppose Changes 
In Municipal Bond Change 

With more than $1 billion in 
municipal bond issues at stake, 
area local officials met at the 
Council of Governments to de¬ 
nounce any changes in Federal 
tax laws which would alter the 
current tax-exempt and record¬ 
keeping status. 

At issue is the tax-exempt sta¬ 
tus of municipal bonds used to 
build public works projects such 
as police stations, and to improve 
roads, acquire parkland and pro¬ 
vide funds for other economic de¬ 
velopment projects. Congress is 
currently marking up tax re¬ 
form bills which include propo¬ 
sals concerning changes in re- 
cord-keeeping, limits on the a- 
mount of bonds a government 
could sell, and the inclusion of 
the income from tax-exempt bonds 
in calculating minimum income 
taxes for both individuals and 
corporations. 

The group plans to send letters 
to the local Congressional delega¬ 
tion outlining their concern. For

After some discussion of the

passed a motion not to grant the 
easement requests by the Green¬ 
brook developers. 

Richard Reed, an attorney rep¬ 
resenting the developers, said 
the request for easements into 
park property is due to changes 
in the configuration of the town- 
houses in Greenbrook as request¬ 
ed by the city. 

Council members, during their 
regular meeting expressed great 
concern that trees could be lost 
in an area that is to be a future 
city park. Finally a motion was 
passed by council granting the 
easement requests with certain 
stipulations. These include that 
the easements be temporary, be 
subject to a final review and 
approval by the city staff, be 
backed by some financial guar¬ 
antee that could be used to re¬ 
pair any damage, and that trees 
not be taken down unnecessarily. 


In celebration of Arbor Day 
on April 2 several organizations 
in Prince Georges County are 
sponsoring a Big Tree Champion 
Contest to locate, identify and 
appreciate the county’s most out¬ 
standing examples of trees. 

Nominations should be sub¬ 
mitted as soon as possible with 
final deadline of September 30. 
Trees of any species may be 
nominated. To be nominated for 
tree champion, the specimen must 
have a single trunk for at least 
4 V 2 feet above ground level and 
a total height of at least 15 feet. 
Trees will be evaluated on 
height, crown spread and trunk 
circumference. Each tree species 
will be classified separately and 
a champion declared in each. 

Participants need not own the 
land on which possible tree cham¬ 
pions are located. In fact, many 
may be on public lands and in 
parks, but unknown to anyone 
else.

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Recreation Budget Proposal Adds Four New 
Employees, For Parks and Special Programs

The recreation and parks 
budget proposal presented by 
city manager James K. Giese 
requests hiring three addi¬ 
tional parks crew members 
and a special populations su¬ 
pervisor. Total expenditures 
of $1,069,100 for the recrea¬ 
tion and parks budget would 
be partially offset by reve¬ 
nues of $151,800 from pool 
and program fees, conces¬ 
sions (at the recreation cen¬ 
ters, pool and lake park) and 
rentals. The city council re¬ 
viewed the budget at a May 
6 work session. 

The Parks and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board (PRAB) supported 
all of the proposed expenditures 
in addition to some not included 
in Giese's budget. However, 
PRAB took exception to the city 
manager's proposal to discontinue 
allocating the yield of a five cent 
tax levy to a reserve for reno¬ 
vating North End School. Giese 
proposed, instead, that future 
proceeds from this tax levy be 
allocated to a new reserve for 
building construction projects, 
including North End School. 
PRAB members, who were “dis¬ 
appointed" by this proposal, rec¬ 
ommend moving forward “ag¬ 
gressively" on the bond issue 
items, of which the North End 
School renovation was one. 

Giese does propose spending 
$60,000 of the $243,500 North 
End reserve for asbestos removal 
at the school. All asbestos in the 
building must be removed wheth¬ 
er the building is renovated or 
demolished. 

Parks Budget 

The city manager's budget pro¬ 
poses adding three employees to 
the Parks Crew, along with the 
horticultural specialist author¬ 
ized last year but not yet hired. 
PRAB recommends two addition¬ 
al employees over and above 
Giese's proposal. 

Any employees authorized 
could be used, according to Giese. 
But he said he had not noticed 
any great level of dissatisfaction 
over activities not being done, 
but PRAB chairman Keith Cher- 
nikoff said the board has received 
complaints from Lakeside resi¬ 
dents about maintenance of the 
lake area. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram suggested using more part- 
time staffers, since these em¬ 
ployees are not needed in the 
winter. 

Both Giese and Public Works 
Director George Smith spoke of 
the difficulties in attracting part- 
time help. The minimum part- 
time pay has been raised to $4 
per hour but very few applica¬ 
tions were received in response 
to a recent city ad. 

The Parks Department budget 
also calls for constructing two 
outdoor basketball courts in ex¬ 
isting city playgrounds, making 
improvements at the North End 
ballfields, establishing erosion 
control projects at the Lake Park 
and purchasing a new dump truck 
for $18,000 and playground equip¬ 
ment worth $10,000. 

Special Populations Specialist 

PRAB applauded the proposal 
to hire a Special Populations Su¬ 
pervisor for the Recreation De¬ 
partment This person, with a 


starting pay of $19,700 would 
organize programs for special 
groups in the city, such as senior 
citizens and the physically and 
mentally handicapped. 

Arts Manager 

Representatives of the Green- 
belt Arts Center sought support 
at the work session for their 
request for $20,000 to employ a 
full-time manager. (The current 
manager was hired by the Park 
and Planning Commission as part 
of a one year grant that is soon 
to expire.) 

Konrad Herlmg, past president 
of the Arts Center, summarizing 
plans to expand the Arts Center 
programs to better serve the 
community, said they cannot ex¬ 
pand unless they have a full-time 
manager. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
suggested that the positions of 
Arts Manager and Special Popu¬ 
lations Supervisor be combined, 
while Bram suggested hiring two 
part-time graduate students rath¬ 
er than one full-time employee. 
Neither proposal was acceptable 
to the recreation department or 
the Arts Center. 

If the city were to employ an 
arts manager, Giese felt that the 
manager should be under more 
direct control by the recreation 
department, while Bram said the 
responsibilities of the manager 
and how they relate to other 
recreation department efforts 
should be studied carefully. 

The requests for contributions 
to recreation organizations total 
$42,691. Giese budgeted $14,200 
for these requests, a five percent 
increase over last year, but did 
not suggest how to distribute the 
funds among the various groups. 

Recreation Centers 

Continued improvements to the 
Youth Center, including renovat¬ 
ing the director's office, insulat¬ 
ing and paneling the control room 
and upgrading the kitchens, are 
requested with a total cost of 
$8,000. An expenditure of $2,500 
for gym floor covers is expected 
to reduce future maintenance 
costs. 

The Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center is scheduled for a major 
repainting program. The $5,000 
contribution from the Springhill 
Lake owners would be used for 
purchasing equipment, and for 
maintenance projects. 

The reserve for capital im¬ 
provements would be used for 
air-conditioning the Youth Cen¬ 
ter gym (cost—$26,000) and re¬ 
surfacing the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center parking lot 
(cost—$7,900). 

In addition to the projects in 
the budget, Recreation Director 
Hank Irving requested a 31 by 
38 foot addition to the Springhill 
Lake Center costing approximate¬ 
ly §60,000, to be used for various 
programs. This would free the 
gym for activities possible only 
in gym space. 

Irving suggested that the 
Springhill Lake annual contribu¬ 
tions could be used towards this 
addition. Giese pointed out, how¬ 
ever, that these contributions 
are not guaranteed. He said that 
while the idea merits considera¬ 
tion. the city already has more 
building proposals t*han it can 
fund. 

Swimming Pool 

The budget calls for spending 
$7,500 to buy three one-meter 
diving stands for the swimming 


pool. Two of these will replace 
current stands with safer boards; 
the third stand will replace the 
three-meter stand which no long¬ 
er meets county safety standards. 

Giese confirmed Chernikoff’s 
conclusion that the proposed in¬ 
door pool should not be expected 
before January 1988. 

Self-Supporting Programs 

The largest increase in oper¬ 
ating expenses for the self-sup¬ 
porting programs is for referees 
and officials. For the 85-86 fiscal 
year. $10,500 was allocated but 
$14,000 was spent. This year 
$16,000 is budgeted. However, 
a sizeable increase in the num¬ 
ber of participants in franchise 
leagues and tournaments has oc¬ 
curred. In 1983, 64,839 partici¬ 
pated versus 110.C00 expected to 
participate in 1986. 

The self-supporting programs 
in this budget generated $18,400 
above costs in the 85-86 fiscal 
year. For the next year revenues 
of $95,600 from fees and conces¬ 
sions are expected, against ex¬ 
penditures of $89,300, a revenue 
above costs of $6,300. 

The budget proposes the pur¬ 
chase of three pitching machines 
for baseball and softball r*nd 
fencing for batting cages at a 
total cost of $12,900. These cages, 
which will be used free by 
Greenbelt youth teams for bat¬ 
ting practice, are expected to 
reduce the demand for field use 
for practice. At other times the 
machines will be available on a 
fee basis with a city employee 
collecting the fee and operating 
the machines. It is estimated that 
these machines could generate 
revenues of $7,500 to $10,000 per 
year. 

Other Increases 

A sizable increase is budgeted 
for employee benefits because of 
the introduction of dental insur¬ 
ance and disability insurance 
and an anticipated increase in 
health insurance costs. 

Insurance costs have affected 
all portions of the Recreation 
and Parks budget. For the 85-86 
fiscal year, $13,350 was budgeted 
for insurance while actual expen¬ 
ditures totaled $21,800. For 86-87 
$22,400 is budgeted. 

The purchase of a passenger 
van, requested but not funded in 
the last budget, is requested. The 
van, to cost $11,000, is intended 
to replace the current vehicle, a 
used police car with high mile¬ 
age which cannot pass inspection. 
Irving said the van would be a 
multipurpose vehicle with pos¬ 
sible use in Camp Pine Tree. 

Use of Reserves 

Several proposals using the 
capital improvements reserves 
are included in the budget. One 
proposal would restore the Moth¬ 
er and Child statue at the Cen¬ 
ter for an estimated cost of $10,- 
000. The $25,000 funding for 
construction of curbs and gutters 
at the lake park reappears in this 
year’s budget. 

Unfunded Requests 

In addition to the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center addition, 
Irving had several other propos¬ 
als not included in the current 
budget. Irving requested re¬ 
classifying the positions of as¬ 
sistant recreation director and 
secretary to higher pay grades. 
He feels the duties each performs 
justifies the upgrades, PRAB 
supported the raises. 

Irving also requested §10,000 
for renovating the Jaycees Club- 


Lead on Pipes Banned 

Effective April 1 the Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion, plumbing and gasfitting 
regulatorsdnspeetors in Prince 
Georges and Montgomery Coun¬ 
ties, will disallow the use of lead- 
based solder and flux in the in¬ 
stallation of potable water sys¬ 
tems. 

The prohibition, which coin¬ 
cides with a similar ban in the 
state of Virginia is designed to 
prevent the potential for in¬ 
creased lead levels in tap water 
that has remained standing in 
copper pipe for periods greater 
than five hours. Commission tests 
show the potential for problems 
only in copper plumbing, less 
than three years old. installed 
with 50/50 lead solder and flux. 

Residential water samples from 
various sources in the 1,000- 
square-mile Sanitary District and 
scientific systems modeling in 
the WSSC's State approved lab¬ 
oratories have generated test re¬ 
sults that confirm a simple cure 
—flush the system (run the wa¬

BUONO PIZZA

Officer Patrick McAndrew spent two years patrolling 
Greenbelt in a green-and-white squad car. Last month the 
Greenbelt Police Department promoted him to serve as its 
crime prevention/crime analysis officer. McAndrew knows 
Greenbelt. He was born here. 

“1 love Greenbelt, but times old Greenbelt, it was like pulling 


have changed,” he said in his 
office in the basement of the mu¬ 
nicipal building. After pouring 
himself a cup of coffee, he sat 
down at his desk and leaned back 
in his chair. 

The regular Monday-through- 
Friday hours he is keeping now 
are a “cultural shock” for the 
24-year-old officer, who worked 
shifts for the past six years. 

A Changing City 

As a native of Greenbelt, Mc¬ 
Andrew has witnessed the city 
change from a “one-horse town” 
to a major city. But attitudes 
of some residents have not kept 
pace with the developing city, he 
said. 

The unwillingness of some resi¬ 
dents to accept Springhill Lake 
Apartments and east Greenbelt 
as part of the city frustrates 
McAndrew. 

“I don’t think people fully 
appreciate the kinds of things 
that are going on in Greenbelt,” 
he said, reaching for the 1985 
crime statistics report on his 
desk. 

Crime Increase 

According to the police report, 
there were two murders, eight 
rapes, 46 robberies, 156 stolen 
cars and 229 acts of breaking 
and entering in Greenbelt during 
1985. 

Overall Greenbelt experienced 
a 25 percent increase in crime, 
the report said. 

“It might be a communication 
problem,” McAndrew said, weigh¬ 
ing his words carefully. “But 
some people just don't want to 
acknowledge the fact that a ter¬ 
rible crime was committed,” he 
said, referring to the two mur¬ 
ders that occurred in the Spring- 
hill Lake area. 

One of the victims, a 20-year- 
old female, was found naked, 
bound and gagged in her bed, 

“If you took that dead body 
and put it over here in old Green¬ 
belt, I guarantee the impact 
would have been a lot different, 
A lot more questions would have 
been raised if it happened on 
Ridge Road,” McAndrew said. 

He compared the murders to 
“car accidents that nobody really 
noticed.” 

Another challenge faced by 
McAndrew as a local policeman 
is the arresting of some residents 
when they break the law. 

“For the most part they under¬ 
stand afterward,” he said, “but 
a few aren't quite as understand¬ 
ing. They expect me to cut them 
a break. Whoever is violating 
the law is going to get arrested. 
It's that simple,” 

Not all cases are that simple, 
though. For McAndrew the most 
difficult cases involve the vic¬ 
timization of young children and 
women. 

“It’s not difficult to show com¬ 
passion or concern for the vic¬ 
tim,” he said. “It’s the idea that 
there’s somebody out there with 
the mind avid mentality to do the 
things that he or she has done.” 

Two weeks ago, McAndrew 
completed a child-neglect case 
when an 18-month-old girl was 
placed in a foster home after 
months of neglect. 

“Between myself and people in 


teeth to get social services to do 
anything,” he said. “It took from 
August of last year until April 
of this year to get them to put 
the baby in a foster home.” 

Summer Problems 

The summer time also poses 
challenges for McAndrew and 
the police department. Bored 
teenagers congregate, not only 
at the Center, but at Candy Cane 
City, Braden Field, the lake, the 
dump and North End School, Mc¬ 
Andrew said. 

“I mean they’re everywhere. 
When I was on patrol we didn’t 
have the time or manpower to 
deal with the groups and do what 
was necessary to squelch what 
they were doing.” 

The department has increased 
steadily in the past few years, 
but has not grown as fast as the 
city, he said. 

“In terms of manpower and 
vehicles, we’re constantly playing 
catch up,” McAndrew said. 

Despite the challenges and 
frustrations, the job does have 
its rewards such as working to¬ 
gether as a team to apprehend 
a suspect or responding to a call 
in time to “catch an individual 
in the act.” 

“To know that you arrived on 
time is nice, rather than finding 
you arrived three minutes after 
the person left,” he said. 

So why then did McAndrew 
join the police force ? 

“It was really kind of a fluke 
that I ended up on the force,” 
he said. 

Role Mdoels 

Although McAndrew had not 
planned to be a policeman, there 
are two former Greenbelt officers 
that he considers role models: 
Officers Carl Goodwin and Tom 
Van Valkenburg. 

“I used to run into Carl Good¬ 
win on a regular basis,” McAn¬ 
drew said. “He was nice to me 
and always treated me very 
well.” 

“Van Valkenburg is someone 
to put your sights on,” he said. 
McAndrew remembers him coach¬ 
ing the Golddiggers, the Green- 
belt majorettes, at Braden Field. 

“He was a down-to-earth per¬ 
son, involved in the community 
and yet a highly successful pro¬ 
fessional,” he said. Van Valken¬ 
burg is now in charge of the 
New Mexico state police crime 
lab. 

His Career 

It was during his senior year 
in high school that McAndrew 
worked part-time with the Green¬ 
belt Police Department. When he 
was a volunteer fireman in 
Greenbelt, he met former Lt. 
John Krob, who ushered him 
through the steps to secure the 
part-time dispatcher’s job. 

McAndrew then worked as a 
full-time dispatcher for three 
years before attending the police 
academy. In February 1984, he 
graduated from the Montgomery 
County Police Academy. 

After serving as a private for 
two years, McAndrew was pro¬ 
moted to private first class and 
on March 15, 1986, he was as¬ 
signed to the crime prevention/ 
crime analysis position he now 
holds.

The Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment will participate in 
Police Week activities at Belt- 
way Plaza on May 15, 16 and 
17. 

Thirty-two federal, state, 
county and local police agen¬ 
cies have been invited to pre¬ 
sent exhibits depicting the 
history and capabilities of each 
department. In the parking lot 
a police helicopter will be on 
display and the state police 
S.W.A.T. team will perform 
a demonstration. 


Right Now 

Right now McAndrew is spend¬ 
ing most of his time organizing 
the activities celebrating Nation¬ 
al Police Week, which will be 
held at Beltway Plaza on May 15, 
16 and 17. 

“For three days the public gets 
an opportunity to meet the police 
and talk with them in an infor¬ 
mal and relaxed atmosphere.” he 
said. 

As crime prevention officer, 
McAndrew recognizes the need 
for an informed public. 

“I think Greenbelt would . be 
extremely surprised if they saw 
the names of the people arrested 
and the frequency with which 
certain people are arrested,” he 
said. 

An informed public is essential 
to crime prevention, but for Mc¬ 
Andrew the bottom line is “that 
some people will not accept the 
city the way it is today. They 
prefer to think of Greenbelt the 
way it was in 1962,” he said. 

“I just wish people would 
realize we’re a total city: east 
Greenbelt, west Greenbelt and old 
Greenbelt.”

Conroy, Geller, Kreimer and Others 
Vie for Appointment as Delegate

Greenbelters Harvey Gel¬ 
ler and Lesley Kreimer were 
among the six residents of 
the 23rd legislative district 
to present themselves before 
a public forum seeking ap¬ 
pointment to the Maryland 
House of Delegates for the 
remainder of the term. A 
vacancy was created by the 
appointment of Gerard Dev¬ 
lin by Governor Harry 
Hughes to a judgeship in the 
county’s District Court. 

State Senator Leo Green, to¬ 
gether with the incumbent Dele¬ 
gates Charles (Buzz) Ryan and 
Joan Pitkin, called the forum to 
give opportunity to anyone inter¬ 
ested in the delegate slot. Green 
explained the Constitutional pro¬ 
visions whereby the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Democratic Central 
Committee recommends to the 
Governor and the Governor ap¬ 
points. Noting that the Central 
Committee has not had a quorum 
in almost a year. Green said, 
“While we in the 23rd District do 
not have the ultimate responsi¬ 
bility, this meeting is being held 
to let us have some input and to 
open up the system to the extent 
that we can.” 

Green invited two members of 
the Central Committee who were 
present, Tom White of Greenbelt 
and Joanne O’Brien of Bowie, to 
sit at the head table with Ryan 
and himself. Pitkin was unable 
to attend, her mother was ill. 

Mary Conroy, wife of the late 
Ed Conroy, who served Greenbelt 
for many years as State Senator, 
appears to be the choice of many 
elected officials. She serves on the 
Prince Georges Board of License 
Commissioners (liquor board), 
having received that appoint¬ 
ment last year. She was also 
appointed to complete her late 
husband’s term as State Sena¬ 
tor just four years ago. Conroy 
came prepared: “I would welcome 
the challenge of this appointment, 
for I can see the many complex 
issues that will confront this 
delegation in years to come. T 
would like to be a part of the 
decision-making process. . . .” 

With Conroy came a parade of 
people to speak on her behalf: 
Former county executive Win¬ 
field Kelly and Joe Ounce from 
Bowie; Ray Krasnick (former 
Greenbelter) from Lanham; and 
four Greenbelters—Gene Kelle- 
her. Rick Santos, Kathy Gough 
and Tony McCarthy. 

Lesley Kreimer, who has rep¬ 
resented Greenbelt on the Prince 
Georges County Board of Educa¬ 
tion since 1973, also tossed her 
hat in the ring. She had been 
inhibited, she said, from running 
against the three incumbents. 
“It is ludicrous to run against 
people who are doing a good job 
and presumptuous to think you 
could win.” Now that there is a 
vacancy the situation is altered. 
“I am interested in people kinds 
of things—education and human 
concerns,” she told the forum. In 
comment to the forum sponsors, 
Kreimer said the hearing was a 
good idea, though the directions 
to the location in Glenn Dale had 
been a problem. She had been 
driving around for a long time 
and had been late, 

A former school board member, 
A1 James Golato of Bowie, pre¬ 
sented himself to the forum for 
the appointment, saying he was 
the only announced candidate for 
the House of Delegates (23rd Dis¬ 
trict) in the coming elections and 


that he hoped not to have to run 
against an incumbent. The major 
issues for him were long-term 
commitment to education, traffic 
remedies for the gridlocks in 
Greenbelt and Bowie, legislative 
oversight of industries such as 
insurance and savings and loans, 
and ethnics. 

“My extraordinary experience 
in tax areas will be an asset in 
wise allocation of resources.” Ga- 
lato, formerly a top official and 
chief spokesman of the Internal 
Revenue Service, and currently 
Corporate Director of Public Af¬ 
fairs and Washington represen¬ 
tative for H&R Block. He was 
one of the drafters of Bowie’s 
governing charter and an original 
city council member. Golato has 
served 17 years in elective offices. 
According to his biographical 
sketch, he was a consultant to 
ABC network news during the 
controversy involving vice-presi¬ 
dential candidate Geraldine Fer¬ 
raro’s financial statements. 

A new face at the hearing was 
that of C. Edith Booker, a resi¬ 
dent of Lanham. Booker is an 
administrative officer for the 
Maryland State Department of 
Personnel dealing with the state’s 
asbestos safety and health pro¬ 
gram. From 1933 to 1985 she held 
the position of Reading Clerk for 
the House of Delegates in the 
Maryland General Assembly, be¬ 
ing both the first woman and the 
first black to hold this post, 

A mycologist, Booker holds a 
Ph.D. from the University of 
Maryland and an M.S. and B.S. 
from Howard University, “Book¬ 
er was impressive,” commented 
one observer later, “She stressed 
geographical representation and 
the fact that she is a minority 
woman along with her substan¬ 
tial qualifications.” 

But it was Harvey Geller who 
charmed the crowd. “He was won¬ 
derful!” and “I want to marry 
this man!” were comments heard 
in the audience. His qualifcations, 
he said, include being a senior 
citizen, a student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland, and an officer 
of the Golden I.D. Student As¬ 
sociation, Geller is a long-time 
resident of Greenbelt, which 
“should have representation,” he 
said. His profession was that of 
statistician in various health or¬ 
ganizations, including the Nation¬ 
al Cancer Institute and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia and New York 
City Health Departments. 

He proffered his services for a 
limited time. “I will not run for 
re-election in the fall,” he assured 
his listeners. Voters had turned 
him down twice before and he 
wasn’t giving them a third try, 
he explained, getting both a 
hearty laugh and the loudest ap¬ 
plause. 

The final appointment-seeker 
was Bernie Osterman of Sea- 
brook. Qsterman has worked with 
the Boys and Girls Club and with 
the CYO. “If I could go down 
there (to Annapolis),” he said, 
“I'd be most happy to represent 
the people and try to help every¬ 
body.” The owner of a carryout 
on Route 450, he said, “I’m not 
hard to find.” He promised to 
bring bean soup to Annapolis. 

The show-stopper was Joan 
Shycoff of Bowie, who is execu¬ 
tive secretary to a Congressman. 
She strongly objected to the no¬ 
tion that the widow of an office¬ 
holder is automatically entitled to 
his seat or the next vacancy. Tak¬ 
ing issue with comments in a 
local newspaper that “the Conroy 
name is magic in Bowie” or the 


reference to “dynasty,” Shycoff 
said, “there’s no dynasty here, 
but if there is it is spelled 
d-e-m-o-c-r-a-t.” She begged 
them not to lock the people out. 
The Republicans were out regis¬ 
tering young people while “we 
sit here processing the same old 
blood lines.” She said we have 
to open up the process and let 
the people in and thought the 
meeting was a good idea. Shycoff 
was not interested in the appoint¬ 
ment.

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Planning and Development Coordinator 
Helps Cope With City Growth Issues

Greenbelt’s city govern¬ 
ment has a brand new posi¬ 
tion of Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Coordinator, created 
recently to review and advise 
on the increasing load of 
planning issues that have re¬ 
sulted from the city's rapid 
growth* The first incumbent 
of the new job is 29-year old 
Celia Wilson, who came to 
the city from a planning role 
in Anne Arundel County. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
said that he and his administra¬ 
tive assistant, Michael McLaugh¬ 
lin. had previously been handling 
all planning and development 
matters for the city. According 
to Giese, “Mike was doing a 
great deal of the work," and 
there w^s just too much of it for 
him and McLaughlin along with 
their other job responsibilities. 

“I proposed to budget a new 
position that would handle all 
development matters and long- 
range planning for the city," he 
said. The city council approved 
the budget, the job was adver¬ 
tised, more than 80 applications 
were submitted, and Wilson was 
hired. 

Wilson said she was hired to 
review development proposals 
and coordinate city concerns with 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
which is the ultimate decision¬ 
making body. She said the city 
was looking for a combination 
planner and engineer. “My back¬ 
ground is primarily a planning 
background. . . , The city em¬ 
ploys a consulting engineer, and 
I coordinate with him more ad¬ 
ministratively and let him do the 
technical work." 

Wilson received both her 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
from the University of Maryland, 
specifying in urban studies for 
the master's. 

“Urban studies," she said, “is 
an interdisciplinary program 
that gives you background in 
, . . socioeconomic and physical 
aspects of development." 

In her city job, “I deal with 
a lot of paper work." Wilson said 
she writes reports to the city’s

The building maintenance 
crew worked on routine mainte¬ 
nance in all city buildings and 
repaired the pool bathhouse/ 
show area. A new shed on Mc¬ 
Donald Field is also being built. 

'Congratulations to Kenneth 
Hall upon his promotion to Fore¬ 
man-Special Details Crew and 
Richard Mills upon his promotion 
to Foreman-Parks and Grounds 
Crew.

Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
making recommendations on pro¬ 
jects. “If a developer wants to 
put in a single family develop¬ 
ment ... I am the first person 
he talks to," she said. “It goes 
from me to the APB. to city 
council, and finally to the park 
and planning commission." 

Wilson had previously worked 
as a staff planner for Anne 
Arundel County for the past 
three and one-half years. She 
said she updated general devel¬ 
opment plans, working with com¬ 
puter systems and designing and 
implementing data bases, and 
had also done planning work 
related to planning of public fa¬ 
cilities. While there Wilson was 
the recipient of the 1985 National 
Association of Counties Award 
for development of an informa¬ 
tion system utilized in public fa¬ 
cilities planning and erosion de¬ 
velopment. 

As Greenbelt’s planning and 
development coordinator. Wilson 
said, “I have much more inter¬ 
action with the public, which I 
enjoy." She said she deals with 
all questions that the public 
might have concerning Green- 
belt’s planning and development. 
She is the communication link 
between the public and the de¬ 
velopers. 

Although Giese handles most 
of the communication with city 
council, Wilson said she has 
dealth with the council much more 
in Greenbelt than she ever did 
working for Anne Arundel Coun¬ 
ty. A lot of her efforts she de¬ 
scribes as being short term rath¬ 
er than long range. “I’m putting 
out little flames instead of for¬ 
est fires." 

She does not spend much time 
out in the field, which is some¬ 
thing she had thought would be 
required of her. More of her 
time is spent in meetings with 
the park and planning commis¬ 
sion. “I speak a lot to developers 
and lawyers about what their 
plans are for representing de¬ 
velopment firms, and now they’re 
going to perceive what require¬ 
ments the city might impose on 


them," she said. 

She said that in coordinating 
development there is a long per¬ 
iod between the time the devel¬ 
opment is first conceived, and the 
time it is actually built and 
commercial concern takes over. 

“This requires working with 
the architects and engineers to 
get plans together, and seeing 
a concept through from the in¬ 
itial plan, to the time ground is 
broken, to completion," she ex¬ 
plained. 

Wilson said that one thing she 
has found very interesting about 
Greenbelt is the role of the citi¬ 
zen in the decision-making pro¬ 
cess within the city government. 
“Citizen groups are very active," 
she said. “There are a lot of 
advisory groups, and that poses 
an interesting dimension because 
you're dealing with people who 
have a true parochial concern 
for the city." 

It has been interesting to her 
to get immediate feedback from 
citizens and she has found that 
city council is very sensitive to 
this feedback. “I think it’s a 
valuable process because ... if 
you’re not conscious of what the 
citizen wants before you do it, 
then you’re really not doing the 
job properly," she said. 

Wilson, a life-long native of 
Laurel, Md., said that prior to 
taking the job, she was not con¬ 
scious of the rapidity with which 
the development of Greenbelt had 
taken place, especially in the last 
decade. 

She described her first two 
weeks on the job just learning 
about Greenbelt, reading docu¬ 
ments, and going through city 
files trying to get a history of 
what has happened and what 
were the typical concerns of the 
residents, politicians and devel¬ 
opers of the city, 

“A lot of what I’ve learned, 
the comfort I’ve gotten from the 
job in just a short time, is be¬ 
cause Mike McLaughlin has taken 
a lot of time to go through the 
issues wiht me and outline who 
the players are and what the 
concerns are," she said.
